of Forges, nine miles northwest of 
Verdun, but were prevented by the 
French from debouching against the 
Cpte de L/Oie, a height about a mile 
to the south.

Council Fixes Sliding Cias Rate 


For a Period of Seven Years; 


Reported Acceptable 1o Company 


City Council last night passed an 


ordinance fixing the price of natural 
gas in the city at 25, 27 and 30 
cents net for the next two, three and 
;wo years respectively. The 
ordi- 


nance was passed under suspension 
of rules and will become effective 
after the expiration of the present 
rato agreement which is operativ e up 
to'March 23, according to last night's 
ordinance. Before it becomes effec- 
tive, however, it must be formal1' ac- 
cepted 'by the company. In address- 
es of councilmen last night, it was 
indicated that the rate fixed in the 
ordinance was acceptable to the local 
company. 
The ordinance was fathered by all 


members of council except Messrs 
Seward and Alexander, who opposed 
it from the beginning. 
Both these 


councilmen voted no on suspension of 
rules and on the passage of the mea- 
sure. 
According to the provisions of the 


ordinance, Newark consumers will 
pay 28 cents for two years, 30 cents 
for three years, and 33 cents for one 
year and 11 months. The last peri- 
od is not two full years because the 
franchise under which the company 
is doing business here, expiies one 
month 'before the full two years is 
up.The 28, 30 and 33 cent rates are 
subject to a discount of three cents 
per thousand, making the net ra£e 
25, 27 and 30 cents an average of 
about 27 2-7 cents per thousand, net 
for 6 years and 11 months, the life 
of the franchise. 
The passage of the ordinance is 


the result of investigation on

r»art of attorneys for the city, Messrs. 
Ralph Norpell, City /Solicitor, Frank 
Bolton and Edward Kibler. Sr. 


Solicitor Norpell in a statement to 


council last night, declared he 
be-.

Washington, March 7.—President) Wilson's stand that congress shall 


not advise Americans to abandon their rights to travel the seas on 
merchant ships armed for defense in accordance with International law, 
uas endorsed in the house today by two heavy test votes on the much 
discussed McLemore resolution. 


By substantial majorities the administration forces defeated attempts 


to amend the resolution to the liking of the president's opponents and 
pur it squarely before the house without amendment for a vote under a 
rperial rule at the end of four hour's debate. 


About siv o'clock this evening the administration forces will move to 


tabl* the McLemore resolution, and the heavy votes they polled fn the 
two preliminary tests indicate that tliey will kill it by a substantial ma* 
joHty. 


Once tabled, the resolution will have gone the way of the Gore reso- 


lution in the senate, and a majority of congress will have been placed 
on record before the world as demonstrating that it does not endorse 
the dissensions against the president's foreign policy. 


With the agitation finally disposed of. President Wilson and Secre- 


taij Lansing will resume the submarine negotiations with Germany. 


In quick succession today the house rejected the proposal to allow 


anti-administration amendments to the McLemore resolution and then 
a«l< pled the special rule for consideration of the resolution itself routing 
th." opposition by votes of 356 to IfiO and 271 to 138 respectively. 


Immediately after the adoption of the rule debate began on the reso- 


ld do:: itself. Chairman Flood o* the foreign affairs committee moving* 
to table it. 
President Wilson remained in the cabinet room with several members 


of the cabinet to hear the result of the vote on the previous question in 
the house. He was told that the result was a victory for the adminis- 
tration and expressed satisfaction. 
He did not wait to hear the final 


vote on the rule. 


The vote on the previous question which was the crucial test, showed 


102 Democrats standing by the administration and 21 against it. Repub- 
licans voting with the administration forces totalled 08, and those against 
it 132. 
One Progressive voted with the administration forces and five 


against. 
One independent and one Socialist voted "nay." 


Representative Ellsworth of Minnesota, Republican, 
followed 
Chair- 


man Flood, supporting the resolution and defending the German subma- 
rine campaign. 


Representative Heflin, Democrat, of Alabama, congratulated some of 


(he Republicans for standing with President Wilson in the fight. 


"1 am glad to see men big enough to break away from their leader 


and stand with the president and agaii;st the Kaiser," Mr. Heflin said. 
"If is Lansing and Wilson, or Von Benistorff and the Kaiser." 
Representative Decker, Democrat, of Missouri, one of the original agi- 


tators for a warning resolution, declared the Country was threatened by 
war over the issue of a doubtful legal right. 


"In Germany," he shouted, "the question is 'will yon stand by the 


kaiser' in England, 
'will you stand by the king?' in Russia, 'will you 


stand by the czar?' If war comes we will all stand by the president, but 
this government, thank God, is a representative one, and to the insult- 
ing temper of the south we will say we will stand by the- people."

to 


1.000. 
However the problems are 


practically identical, since the sim- 
ple hygienic measures which tend to 
prev&nt death in babyhood are also 
the measures which lay the founda- 
tions of strong and healthy minds 
in sound enduring bodies for those 
who survive to be our future men 
and women." 


This educational work by a volun- 


teer society 
supplements in 
New 


Zealand a system of public health 
work by the Government which in- 
cludes a complete registration 
of 


births, a corps of district nurses dis- 
trict nurses distributed throughout 
the country, maternity hospitals in 
the cities and maternity wards in 
many of the country hospitals and 
strict regulation of midwives with 
the enforcement of a penalty 
for 


the occurrence of septic cases. 


In presenting a report on the work 


of this New Zealand Society, 
Miss 


Lathrop, chief 
of 
the 
Children's 


Bureau of the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor, said: 


"Because of the absence of ade- 


quate birth and death registration 
in the United 
States,

death rate of this country as a whole 
is unknown, but estimates tend to

SINCE THE WAR 


JiSSOClATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


London, 11 arch 7, 4:30 p. m.—A. 


J. Balford, lirst lord of admiralty, 
stated in the 
house 
of 
commons 


this afternoon that the tonnage of 
the British navy had been increased 
b> 1,000,000 since the outbreak of 
the \vai-, while the strength of the 
air division of the navy had grown 
ten-fold. 


Mr. Balfour told the house 
that 


never before in Great 'Britain's his- 
tory had there been so much naval 
construction as in the last nineteen 
months. 
He asserted the fleet was
